Beware that there be not a thought in thy 
wicked heart, saying. The seventh year, the year 
of release, is at hand; and thine eye be evil 
against thy poor brother, and thou gives t him 
naught ; and he cry unto the Lord against thee, 
and it be sin unto thee. Thou shalt surely give 
him, and thine heart shall not be grieved when 
thou givest unto him : because that for this thing 
the Lord thy God shall bless thee in all thy works, 
and in all that thou puttest thine hand unto. For 
the poor shall never cease out of the land : there^ 
fore I command thee, saying, Thou shalt open 
thine hand wide unto thy brother, to thy poor, 
and to thy needy in thy land. 

Lev. xxv, 35-37- And if thy brother be wax- 
en poor, and fallen in decay with thee; then thou 
slialt relieve him : yea, though he be a stranger, 
or a sojourner ; that he may live with thee. Take 
thou no usury of him, or increase ; but fear thy 
God ; that thy brother may live with thee. Thou 
shalt not give him thy money upon usury, nor 
lend him thy victuals for increase.

FROM MY BIAKY. 



I will copy a few items noted in my Diary. 
March 10th, Thursday afternoon. Sister I. came 
in from the country. She lires about ten miles 
from Battle Creek. She walked about three miles 
before she could get any opportunity to ride to 
Battle Creek. She looked sad, appeared chilled, 
and her sensitive heart was deeply affected as she 
thought of her errand — she had come for her 
daughter's wages. Stern necessity had compelled 
her to take that which she had previously earned, 
and now her only dependence was to get a few 
dollars from her daughter for bread. Her disa- 
greeable errand sent the blood from the extremi- 
ties. She appeared like a; woman about to faint. 
Her teeth chattered, her SgJftSO /frame ;shook. fihs 
had a husband at home dying with a lingering 
consumption, and she had four children to supply 
with bread. They were poor, suffering poor 
Their daughter has worked with us ten weeks, 
and has deprived herself of suitable clothing to 
help her parents. I asked the mother in the 
daughters absence how they were prospered. She 
said when she was at Battle Creek six weeks be- 
fore, A. had given her her wages, and now she 
had come to ask her if she could let her have a 
little money to get some flour with. Said the 
mother, (while her heart seemed ready to burst,) 
" I hate to be compelled to ask her wages ; it is 
more than ought to be asked of any child, but I 
know not what else to do." As the mother told 
A. her wants, A. informed her mother that her 
wages were all taken up in getting her brother a 
pair of boots. The mother was disappointed; 
she saw that there was nothing for her. Said she, 
" We could have done in some way without the 
boots ; but breadstuff we must have." I stepped 
out of the house, leaving the distressed mother 
and daughter weeping. I related to my husband 
what was going on in the house. He entered into 
the matter with me, and we relieved their present 
necessities. Our little boys, H., E. and W., were 
moved at once. They begged the privilege of 
adding their mite, ten cents each. The mother's 
burden was lightened, and we all wept together 
as she expressed her gratitude. I shall ever re- 
member these circumstances. 

March 17th. We rode out of the city to visit 
Bro. I.'s family, the daughter A. accompanying, 
us. We found the mother had been absent. She 
had just returned from walking three miles and 
back, making six miles, to obtain help to put up 



a fence around a little spot of land they had clear- 
ed for the purpose of making a garden. She was 
disappointed, and her long walk amounted to 
nothing. We found her husband very low, and 
his difficulties aggravated by the inconvenience of 
the dwelling. It was a log house, unfinished. 
There was only one room, and a chamber which 
they used for a sleeping apartment by climbing a 
ladder. The steam of the cooking increased the 
sick man's cough, and the only relief he could 
obtain was to go out doors and cough in a painful, 
violent manner. They had one little son about 
ten years old, and small of his age. The labor of 
one nearly double his age came upon him. He 
seemed willing to do all he could. We had a 
praying season before leaving, and it was a solemn 
place ; it was indeed the house of mourning. The 
daughter A. prayed for her father in an earnest, 
touching manner, and then for her sisters. As 
our petitions went up unitedly to God, there was 
weeping aloud for some time in the dwelling, and 
after we had risen from our knees we heard A. 
outside of the house pleading with her sisters to 
serve God, and all were weeping aloud. All felt 
that a sacred tie was about to be broken. Our 
visit was a profitable one, and we believe God ap- 
probated the effortsjwe had made to comfort the 
afflicted, suffering one7 ahd~ease 'his passage * tor 
the grave. The knowledge that there were those 
who would have a kindly care for the mother and 
children was a great consolation to him, for he 
knew that he must soon part with them. 

After we returned home we made the church 
acquainted with the situation of the afflicted fam- 
ily, and measures were immediately taken to re- 
lieve them. A little addition was put on to their 
log house for a cook-room, that the sick parent 
misrht be made more comfortable. A few weeks 
after this he fell asleep. He died, leaning upon 
the strong promises of God. J esus was his friend, 
and all through his sickness he seemed to lean 
upon his bosom with assurance that he should 
come forth in the resurrection morn immortal. 
The family are now left without a husband and 
father. They must not want, they must be sup- 
plied with life's necessaries, if they are deprived 
of many of its comforts. And we believe it will 
be the highest pleasure for those who have abun- 
dance to help the poor who are needy. Especial- 
ly should widows be taken care of. They should 
have our tenderest sympathy, prayers, and we 
should look after the interest of the fatherless 
children, Husbands and fathers, make their case 
your own, and have a care for them just as you 
would wish others to have a oare for your com- 
panion and children if you should be called away 
from your families. This is a cold and selfish 
world. It is natural to look out for self, and neg- 
lect those who are pining for sympathy and con- 
solation, and are suffering privation. 

It is no marvel to me that a tender husband 
and father's last hours are often embittered by 
| thinking what will become of their companion 
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and children. Must they be left to the mercies 
of a cold and selfish world ? I have seen the dy- 
ing father look tearfully around upon the family 
circle, and his eye rest upon the faces of every 
one of his dear children. I have seen the quiv- 
ering lip, and could read the thoughts of that ten- 
der parent. He knew the peculiar temperament 
of every one of his loved ones, he knew they were 
illy prepared to endure hardship, privation and 
unfeeling coldness. No longer can a father shel- 
ter them in his dear arms, no longer can he soothe 
their troubled spirits, and quell the rising passion 
that is endangering the happiness of the child 
and parents. 0, how would the bitterness of 
death be taken away if he knew there were un- 
selfish hearts that would feel for their woes, and 
that would make the case of his desolate, sorrow- 
ful household their own, and that would exert a 
holy, salutary influence upon his children, and 
patiently aid the burdened mother to bear the 
double burden laid upon her — that of acting the 
part of a father and mother to the little fatherless 
flock. E G. w.

" God is love." 1 John iv, 8. His moral gov- 
ernment is founded on love. 

" Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul, and with all 
thy might/' Deut. vi, 5. 

"Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself." 
Lev. xix, 18. 

The lawyer inquired of Jesus, " Master, which 
is the great commandment in the law? Jesus 
said unto him, Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind. This is the first and great com- 
mandment. And the second is like unto it, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. On these two 
commandments hang all the law and the proph- 
ets." Matt, xxii, 36—40. 

These two great commandments are not found 
alone in the New Testament. We find them in 
Leviticus and Deuteronomy as well as in Matthew, 
Mark and Luke. They are the same in the days 
of Moses, as in the days of Christ. These two 
commandments teach supreme love to our Creator, 
and equal love to our fellow-creature man. These 
are the two great principles of God's moral gov- 
ernment, and have existed, and will exist, as long 
as God has had, or will have, created intelligences 
to govern. 

These two principles are more definitely carried 
out in the Ten Commandments. The first four 
guard the first principle, supreme love to God, and 
the last six guard the second great principle, 
equal love to our neighbor. 

SECOND PRINCIPLE. 



6. Honor thy father and 
thy mother^ that thy days 
may 'be long upon the 
land which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee. 

6. Thou shalt not kill. 

7. Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery.

10. Thou shalt not cov- 
et thy neighbor's house, 
thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbor's wife, nor his 
man-servant, nor his maid- 
servant, nor his ox, nor 
his ass, nor anything that 
is thy neighbor's.

THE POOR.

Men are poor from various reasons. Some are 
objects of charity, and others are not. Some lack 
caution ; they rashly make risky bargains, and are 
surety for others, and become poor in this way. 
If they have health and strength to earn a liveli- 
hood, they are not objects of charity, though they 
be poor. Others are poor from unavoidable mis- 
fortunes. Sickness reduces some to poverty, and 
leaves them unable to labor. Death often lays 
the husband and father in the grave, leaving the 
mother to pine, and the children to suffer.' Let 
these do what they can, and let the church make 
up the rest. It will be the highest pleasure of all 
industrious and good men, to help such, if they 
are doing all they can to help themselves. 

There are special promises for the widow and 
the fatherless. They should lay hold of these 
promises, and never indulge in a covetous word, 
thought or feeling. It is the privilege of the 
Christian to turn all afflictions, losses and bereave- 
ments into blessings. 

Some are poor because they are idle much of 
their time, and are slack in the management of 
their worldly matters. Such generally make very 
slack Christians. You will often find them slack 
at home, and slack at meeting — dirty houses, dirty 
clothes, dirty looking children, late to meeting, 
hardly washed and combed. Their children are 
brought up to spend much o£ their time in idle- 
ness, and are forming just such a character as 
their parents have., They are generally most in- 
terested in the subject of selling and giving alms. 
They look with suspicion upon Bro. A., who has 
a few thousand dollars' worth of property. He 
works hard, which is attributed to his being very 
worldly-minded and covetous. Sister A. is clean- 
ly in her house, and displays neatness in clothing 
herself and family ; but this is regarded as pride. 
Their children are at home steady at work; but 
this is regarded as cruel bondage. 

Bro. A. gives fifty dollars to help the cause, 



where this slack brother gives one, yet he suppos- 
es that Bro. A. should do much more for the 
cause and help him besides. But let Bro. A, 
give him five dollars, he will expect ten next 
time, and will be tried if he does not receive it. 

Now we do not hesitate to say, Such men are 
not objects of charity. If they have health, they 
can earn a livelihood, and have something to give 
for the cause. Help them, and they will grow 
more slack, and call down on themselves the dis- 
pleasure of God still more. Help them, and they 
will expect help, and will be led on to break the 
tenth commandment, by coveting your goods 
They have no business with your goods. Have 
you consecrated what you have saved by industry 
and economy, to the Lord ? then use it as his 
cause has need, and not squander it upon those 
who have no claims, -upon it, who would be surer 
of forming a good Christian character without it, 
Give the poor brother all his wages. Pay him 
liberally ; but in all your deal, keep strict account. 
Have everything in black and white. How many 
miserable church trials have grown out of the re- 
verse. 

Some men are poor for the gospel's sake. They 
spend their time traveling and preaching the word 
of God, and are poor and dependent on others 
Those who succeed in this calling, have energy 
and intellect sufficient to do well in the world, 
should they live for themselves instead of labor- 
ing for others. The changes of diet and lodging 
in such a life are injurious to health, and gradu 
ally wear out the constitution. But our preach 
ers generally give six discourses, where popular 
ministers deliver two, much shorter. Depend up 
on it, theirs is a life of labor and privation. We 
beseech you, brethren, to g^&amber these poor 
ministers who are devoting their entire energies 
to the cause. It is in behalf of poor preachers 
among us, who are breaking into new fields of 
labor, and such afflicted and needy persons as Bro. 
Mead, and sister C. of No. 1, and sister I. of this 
number, that we make our appeal. Let those 
who have health sufficient to earn a comfortable 
living exert themselves to do this, rather than to 
accept one dime of that property which the 
wealthy brother has consecrated, or may profess 
to have consecrated to the Lord. 

Bro. S. T. Cranson, who now sleeps, said in 
substance as follows : " Property laid upon God's 
altar is a sacred trust. Those wjio have laid it there 
should be careful how they appropriate it. And 
men who have no claim to it, as the Lord's poor, 
or the Lord's chosen servants, should beware how 
they receive it, and appropriate it to their own 
use." j. w . 

TO THOSE WHO HAVE PROPERTY. 

One object of this sheet is to set before you 
a scriptural and consistent view of your duty as 
the Lord's stewards. • If you have consecrated 
yourself and all you have to the Lord, and ac- 
knowledge yourself to be his steward, you should 
understand those claims which the Lord has upon 
you. All of God's requirements of you are per- 
fectly reasonable, and they will appear reasonable 
and clear when the real objects for which he 
claims your means are set before you. The Lord 
calls for a portion of the means in your hands, be- 
cause, in one sense, he has need of it to feed and 
clothe his suffering poor, and to sustain his mes- 
sengers whom he is sending through the land 
with his stirring, burning truth. He calls on ; 
you through his word to supply their need. Think 



of the word need I In the days of the early apos- 
tles " distribution was made unto every man ac- 
cording as he had need." If the poor have health 
and strength, and have no other calling than to la- 
bor for a living, they are not really in need. If 
they are too indolent to perform labor sufficient for 
a living, then why not in such cases use apostolic 
remedies ? Says Paul, " For even when we were 
with you, this we commanded you, that if any 
would not work, neither should he eat. For we 
hear that there are some which walk among you 
disorderly, working not at all, but are busy-bodies. 
Now them that are such we command and exhort 
by our Lord Jesus Christ, that with quietness 
they work, and eat their own bread/' 2 Thess. 
iii, 10-12. 

But do you see that poor, godly widow suffering 
for the necessaries of life, and at the same time 
overtaxing her feeble strength to obtain a living for 
her fatherless children ? And are not the noblest 
feelings of your soul stirred as you behold her 
destitution ? The word of the Lord to you is,]" Pure 
religion and undefiled before God and the Father 
is this, To visit the fatherless and widows in their 
affliction," &c. James i, 27. Search out the 
wants of God's suffering poor, and freely supply 
their needs. 

And do you see the fields all white, ready for 
the harvest ? Prophecy fulfilling ? The great day 
hasting ? Sinners perishing ? How few are the 
messengers of present truth? Do you pray the 
Lord of the harvest to raise up more laborers ? 
If not, is it not time that your prayers were going 
up to heaven for this ? and that your hearts and 
hands were being opened wide to sustain them in 
their arduous labors ? On you, dear brethren, 
rests much of the responsibility of the work of 
sending the saving truth of God to perishing sin- 
ners in and out of the churches.

It is 
a lamentable fact that in many instances where 
the Sabbath is embraced, and the principles of 
God's law are set forth — supreme love to God, 
and equal love to our brother — that Satan at once 
lights upon the poorer brethren and gets them to 
coveting the goods of those in better circumstan- 
ces. Let such beware, and tremble at the word 
of God which says, " Thou shalt not covet."

their work. We should be glad to have finished 
all these clothes, but as we have a chance to send 
them to you we thought it best to do so, as we 
might not have a chance to dispose of them at 
present if we do not improve this opportunity.

And in fact the good deacon was now seen 
making his way through the crowd of poor 



people, who stood humbly waiting near the 
gate, and offering his arm to a withered old 
lady in rusty bombazine, who had been 
among the first arrivals. He presented her 
and the foremost of the guests to his lady, 
who stood all in a rustle of astonishment and 
stiff brocade on the verandah steps, and to 
his elegant daughters who were half way be- 
tween laughing and crying at the novelty of 
the scene before them. Mrs. Goodman for- 
tunately had the good sense or philosophy 
to perceive that a state of things which was 
manifestly not to be cured, had better be en- 
dured with the best grace possible ; and her 
innocent guests, though somewhat awe-struck 
at such undreamed of magnificence of appar- 
el, were all unconscious of the struggle — and 
triumph too — of grace that was going on be- 
neath the studied hospitality with which she 
received them. 

There was the old lady in black, who 
proved to be a widow, and utterly alone in 
the world ; about the supply of whose wants 
the deacon probably knew more than any 
other man living.

LOVE THY NEIGHBOR AS THYSELF. 

Equal love to our neighbor, or brother, is one 
of the two great principles of God's law. Those 
who form characters for eternal life will come up 
to these principles. Those who fall short of them 
must fail of entering life. 

Reader, keep these plain facts before you while 
you read the following : 

1. It is a fact that the Review and Her- 
ald, with its present circulation, costs $55,00 per 
week, or $2860,00 per year. This is a low esti- 
mate. To bring the expenses to these figures, 
small wages must be paid, and great care and 
strict economy must be observed. But what have 
been the receipts for two years, including Yols. 
xi, xii, xiii and xiv ? 

t. It is also a fact that the entire receipts for 
the Review and Herald for these two years 
have been only $5060,72, while the expense has 
been (at $55 per week) $5720,00. This leaves 
a deficiency in the receipts of $659,28. Some 
may be surprised at these figures. We confess 
that after examining the facts above given we 
were astonished that there should be such a defi- 
ciency. The subscription list has been increas- 
ing, we have had great confidence in the integri- 
ty and promptness of subscribers, and have made 
rough calculations upon the number of subscri- 
bers without closely investigating the facts rela- 
tive to expenditures and receipts^ and have been 
using up borrowed funds. 

3. There is no necessity, or even excuse, 
for this deficiency. * Let us see. We print week- 
ly 2496 copies of the Review and Herald, and 
send to regular subscribers 2360 copies. Should 
1200 only of these pay the subscription price, 
$2,00 a year, the amount would be $2400,00. 
Should only 460 pay half price, the amount would 
be $460,00, amounting to only 1660 subscribers 
and $2860,00. This is the entire cost for a year. 
We should then have 700 subscribers left to 
whom we could send the Review and Herald 
free. The reader is doubtless surprised that 700 
copies of the ReviW' and Herald *an be sent 
free, and 460 copies at half price, if the remain- 
ing 1200 pay full price. But what do you say 
reader to the fact that there has been a failure of 
$659,28 the last two years of coming up even to 
this ? 

About 300 subscribers are marked on our books 
free, and nearly the same number half price. — • 
This shows about 560 who should pay, but neg- 
lect to do so. These persons neglect their duty- 
a plain scriptural duty — and leave the receipts 
for the Review and Herald to fall short of ex- 
penses $329,64 a year, after paying too low wages 
to the hands in the Office. The foreman, with a 
family of eight, including hired girl, has usually 
only $6,00 per week. He acts as Engineer, 
Pressman, Foreman, &c. &e. for $6,00 per week. 
He is a Sabbath keeper, and acts for the good of 
the cause and the interests of the Office, so tries 
to get along with $6.00 a week. If we were 
obliged to hire a man out of the ranks to fill his 
place (if a man could be found who would take 
so many responsibilities at the same time), we 
should have to pay him $10,00 per week. We 
present this as a sample of those who have toiled 
to send out our publications, while 560 subscribers 
can gladly hail the weekly visits of the Review 
and Herald, and enjoy it, and still neglect to 
pay for it. Reader, He who said, "Love thy 
neighbor as thyself/' knows all this, and a faith- 
ful record is kept in heaven. 

The cost of the Youth's Instructor is S25,00 
per month, or $300,00 per year. The receipts 
for the last two years have been $485,54, which 
leaves a deficiency of $113,46. If 834 of the 
subscribers of this little sheet would pay the sub- 
scription price, the entire cost would be met. 
But we send out monthly to regular subscribers 
1375 copies for which there was received during 
1858, only $238,89, and during 1859, only $247. 
65. These figures show that not more than one 
half of those who receive the Youth's Instruc- 
tor pay for it. This is too bad. We had no 
idea of this great neglect on the part of over 600 



who receive the Instructor, until we examined 
the facts and figures in the case. These pay the 
postage because they are obliged to pay it if they 
take out the paper ; but as they are not obliged to 
pay the publishers, who continue to send it, they 
neglect this plain duty. This lack of promptness 
and real integrity is heart-sickening. It is most 
discouraging to those who labor to teach the prin- 
ciples of the Bible through the Press. 

Here we wish to say that Bro. G. W. A., who 
has the charge of the Instructor, has received 
$5,00 per week for his labors in the Ofiice much 
of the time for the last two years. He now makes 
out his full number of hours at type-setting, and 
edits the Instructor evenings,, and sometimes 
nights, when its readers are being refreshed with 
sleep. Then think of it — about one half of those 
who receive it neglect to pay for it. Bro. G. W. 
A. has such interest in the cause and in the Of- 
fice, that he labors for small wages to save the Of- 
fice from debt ; he labors nights in editing the 
paper to save the Office expense, and for the last 
twelve months has spared from his own purse $30 
for benevolent purposes. Now compare with this 
brother's course the fact that more than 600 who 
receive the Instructor pay nothing for it. 

Header, the Lord Jesus Christ is soon coming 
to reward all according to their works. u And 
behold, I come quickly, and my reward is with 
me, to give every man according as his work shall 
be." Eev. xxii, 12. Those who have done well 
will bear with joy, " Well done, good and faith- 
ful servant/ 7 and will enter into the joy of the 
Lord. 

But we inquire, What kind of a character are 
those forming who can receive the Review and 
Instructor year after year, and neglect to come 
up to the Publishers' terms printed upon ev- 
ery sheet!

You who neglect your 
duty to this Ofiice most certainly sin against G-od, 
and your brethren. We entreat you to measure 
yourselves by the motto of this sheet — " Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself." Is it not 
high time that the sin of negligence and injus- 
tice in regard to our publications be put away 
from our ranks? Will not our preachers en- 
force the sacred duty of promptness in paying 
dues to this Ofiice, upon the churches and breth- 
ren every where? " Preach the word." Of 
what use is it for men and women to profess to 
keep the commandments of God, while neglecting 
to fulfill a plain and sacred obligation to those who 
are making a sacrifice to benefit them and the 
world ?

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Pure religion, and undefiled before God and 
the Father is this, To visit the fatherless and 
widows in their affliction, and to keep himself un 
spotted from the world. James i, 27. 

We. too often neglect the afflicted, the sorrow- 
ing, and choose to visit those who need not our 
sympathy and assistance. Do we live out our 
religion ¥ Do we carry out our profession in our 
acts, in our works ? Is there not a lack with some 
of bearing burdens ? Is the duty all done when 
we hand of our abundance to relieve the pressing 
wants of others? The afflicted need words of 
comfort and tenderness. Then let your voice be 
often heard in prayer for the Lord to ^ive strength 
arid courage to the sick and afflicted,"and that his 
light may cheer them in their suffering loneliness. 
Let every one of us think that we can do some- 
thing to make the burden a little lighter for our 
brother or sister, who has more to bear and suf- 
fer than ourselves. Young and old, let your life 
be made up of good deeds and of kind acts. 

When we visit the afflicted we are not in so 
much danger of talking to no profit. But many 
of the young choose to be where there is no sor- 
row, no affliction, that with a light and trifling 
spirit they may indulge in speaking unrestrained^ 
without care or forethought. Says the True Wit- 
ness, " I know thy works." I would say to our 
young friends, You must have an experience in 
these things. You must bear burdens ; encour- 
age and cherish tender, pitiful feelings towards 
the suffering ; study how you may be of use to 
others — do them good and make them happy. 
Do not be wrapt up in self and think merely of 
your own enjoyment. If there are poor, sick, 
and afflicted among you, do not wait to be invited 
to see them and have a care for them. Go to 
them at once. If there is an afternoon visit an- 
ticipated, deny your self the pleasure of joining 
your young friends in a social visit or chit chat, 
and go to the house of affliction. Set your young 
friends an example. They may be persuaded to 
follow you; and^ hours spent with the poor, the 
afflicted and distressed, are precious. xlngels 
keep a faithful record of it all, and your own con- 
science will commend you. Eight doing will not 
go unrewarded. Think of the self-denying, self- 
sacrificing life of Jesus our pattern, who went 
about doing good. Who imitates his example ? 
It is time we were awake to our duty, and that 
we realized that it takes more than a name to 
make a Christian. It is to be Christ-like. We 
are to be judged according to the deeds done in 
the body. Reader, What kind of an account will 
be opened of your case ? If you have cared only 
for yourself, God notices it if others pass it by. 
That which you sow, you will also reap. Em- 
brace every opportunity that presents itself for 
doing good. Have your life dotted all through 
with bright spots where self has been denied, 
and others benefitted. Let your experience be in- 
terwoven with acts of benevolence, and you can- 
not fail to be happy while you are making others 
happy; and you will finally receive the reward to 
be given to those who have " well done/'

WESTERN MISSIONARY FIEI^D. 

The cause of present truth arose in the East, 
and at first had but few friends to sustain it, and 
they were poor. They felt a deep interest that 
others should have the truth set before them, and 
cheerfully bore the burden. Their hearts and 
purses were devoted to the work, Some even 
sold their houses and their lands. Means that 
was earning interest was called in, that it might 
be ready at any hour to use in the cause. They 
did not then think that even the principal must 
be kept good. Yet we have not heard them com- 
plain or regret the past. Many times have I 
thought, where would the cause in the West now 
be, if these efforts had not been made by self-sac- 
rificing men. Those who supported the cause in 
its first rise suffered many trials. Through manv 
discouragements they persevered, with the fire of 



fanaticism on the one hand, and cold formality 
on the other. They held fast the truth, and when 
news reached them, that even one in the West 
had embraced the truth it caused them great joy. 
The truth is now made so plain, and the friends 
of the cause are so numerous, that those who now 
embrace the truth can have but little idea of the 
reproach and trials those endured who first em- 
braced and supported the third angel's message. 

I am acquainted with widows who took up their 
carpets and sold them to advance the cause. When 
Bro. Bates made his first visit to Vermont, he had 
no means, and was intending to go on foot with 
his carpet-bag in his hand. I knew a sister who 
learned of his intentions, and borrowed five dol- 
lars, which she put in his hands, and then worked 
five weeks very hard as kitchen girl to earn the 
money. 

By such efforts the cause has been sustained, 
and by privation, toil and suffering, our publica- 
tions have been sustained, and those West can 
now have the truth in a clear manner placed be- 
fore them. .Do they realize that these truths cost 
hard study and toil, mingled with earnest, agoniz- 
ing prayer to God for light, while evil men, and 
Satan and his angels were warring against them ? 

On our last journey East, we saw many who 
felt the deepest interest for the cause West. And 
we saw poor brethren and sisters coming forward 
with their donations of from 25 cts. to §1, which 
they had dedicated to God. We learned that 
they were very poor. Mothers and daughters 
were making heavy coats for 75 cts. each, and by 
going poorly ckd, they save a mite to put into 
the missionary fund. We told them we thought 
they needed the means themselves, but they seemed 
to consider it so great a privilege to do something 
for the spread of the truth West, we could not 
hinder them. We looked at these pale mothers 
and daughters who are destitute, and then thought 
of those brethren who possess large, rich farms 
West. If these western brethren had the inter- 
est in the cause that God requires them to have 
and were willing to sacrifice <rr give of their abund- 
ance to sustain the truth in their own western coun- 
try, others would not be burdened and they eased. 

While in Dartmouth, Mass., I was shown the 
East and the West. I saw that God had regard- 
ed the efforts of those East to sustain the cause 
W est. The brethren East have acted well their 
part. When many of their preachers were called 
from the eastern fields to labor in the West in- 
stead of selfishly retaining their means to be used 
expressly for the eastern States, they have sent it 
where it could accomplish the most good. I have 
been shown the great lack in the brethren West. 
They do not realize that God has claims upon 
them. They should be willing to venture out on 
the result and success of this message. They 
should fully and cheerfully sustain the work in 
their own western field. Missionaries should be 
sent into new fields. Minnesota should be visited, 
and persevering labor spent there. God is brino- 
ing out souls into the truth West, and they have 
a lesson to learn. Every one of them will be test- 
ed and proved. I saw that those West knew but 
little yet of the spirit of sacrifice; that messenoers 
who labor in western fields should faithfully teach 
the brethren their duty in sustaining the cause. 
They should patiently, prayerfully, and earnestly 
set this part of present duty, to sustain the cause 
of present truth, before believers. " Preach the 
word, .... reprove, rebuke, exhort, with AL1 
LONG SUFFERING and DOCTRINE."

Dear Bro. and Sr. White : — 
You have probably heard from Bro. Smith 
that I have sold my little place in Mooers and re- 
moved .to Perry's Mills. You may think strange 
of this and not feel satisfied, but I cannot help it. 
I was obliged to do so for several reasons. 

1. I am not acquainted with the business of 
farming, and have not money to furnish a team 
and farming utensils and hire the labor performed. 

2. I must have means to support my family 
this winter. 

3. My mission in Clinton County, New York, 
is finished for the present. 

4. I can find no employment in this vicinity 
for the support of my family, and if I can do 
nothing more in the mission, of course the breth- 
ren are under no obligation to support me. You 
can see that if this vicinity furnishes me no em- 
ployment I cannot imitate Paul's example. Acts 
xx, 34, 35. 

5. As the Lord has been so good to me in 
preserving me through war, the cholera, and in 
a perilous voyage over the mighty deep, and in 
showing me the glorious truths which are to pre- 
pare a people for the coming of Jesus Christ, I 
desire to labor faithfully for him. I would not 
waste an hour of precious time, and therefore de- 
sire to place myself in a situation where I can la- 
bor effectually in his cause. 

6. After much deliberation and prayer, I have 
concluded that New York City is the place where 
I can work most profitably for the Lord, for the 
church, and for my family. In that place I should 
have every facility for learning the English lan- 
guage, and the privilege of communicating the 
truth to those nations whose languages I can 
speak. Providence permitting, I have therefore 
concluded to remove to New York in about six 
weeks. I had the opportunity to sell my place 
in November for $300, receiving $200 and a 
mortgage on the place for the remaining $100 in 
two years from that time. After paying some 

-deb*s~ and purchasing some necessaries for my 
family I have $124 remaining, with my mortgage, 
to commence life in a new place. These are my 
reasons and my plans for the future. 

Now my dear Bro. and Sr. White I thank God 
that it is my privilege to belong to this body for 
this reason, I believe that your prayers will be 
most acceptable before the throne of God. I have 
no doubt but God will answer your prayers when- 
ever you offer them, and therefore I earnestly re- 
quest them for myself, my family and my holy 
mission, that I may accomplish real good. I de- 
sire to be appointed by God himself, and if he 
approves my mission and helps me, I shall not 
die from hunger. I desire to be clothed with 
the whole gospel armor, that I may be able to 
resist all the enemies of the truth, however pow- 
erful and educated they may be. 

I understand what the warfare will be, and I 
expect many trials and sufferings, but I look for 
the recompense of the reward : " For our light af- 
fliction, which is but for a moment, worketh for 
us a far more exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory, while we look not at the things which are 
seen, but at the things which are not seen." 2 
Cor. iv, 17, 18. Now, dear Bro. White, if you 
will give me an answer by letter or through the 
Review , as you shall judge best, I shall be very 
much obliged to you.
